Tlie flfst work 
of the legislature will l«e to practically 
re-eitflct every law on the Ohio statute 
Itooks it. adopting ta>- report of the 
mate codifying commfssiou. 
By pre- 


arrangement 011 bills will be introduced 
before January 24. nn'ess they l>e im- 
inerjjem-A appropriation measures. 


The assembly organize*! a year ago. 


and that organization will be allowed 
t<- stand.

The senate was caltef to order at 10 


o'clock by Lieut. «ov. Treat!way and 
the House at the same time by Speaker 
:iranville AY. Moouey. The usual for- 
malities of roll call and prayer by the 
chaplain were followed by a short ad- 
dress by each presirimg officer. Then 
n joint"committee was sent to Oov. 
U»-«non. notifying hiai that the As- 
semblv was in session, and ready to 
receive any communication he may 
f boose to make. 
Governor Harmon's menage was 


read in twth houses immediately upon 
its- receipt. 
The address of Speaker Mooney at 
J"~tBe opefuujf df the session was one of 


tbe most important ever delivered by a 
Speaker, for the rc.iso.* that it comes 
directly after the speaker's conference 
with President Taft »u Washington. 
Speaker Mooney reccrumended a cut 


rate utilities commission and liberal 
npproprlation for probing purposes ro 
unearth any wrong doing of any kind 
in state offices. He reviewed the work 
of the last session aim paid special at- 
tention to the report -if the codifying 
com mission. 
After reading the Governor's mes- 


sage it was referred ana will not be 
acted upon until the codifying commis- 
sion report has been received and ac- 
cepted The House then adjourned un- 
til tomorrow at 1:30. The senate is ii« 
session this afternoon.
